He says it is re- 
grettable that the Innocent must suf 
fer with the guilty, but ths greatest 
good to the greatest number can be 
best brought about by putting a prompt 
end to hostilities. Therefore he directs 
the appli(ation of general order No 
100, iu force during the civil war in 
the United Statss, which practioally 
regards a Filipino soldier as a guer 
rilla and outside the pale of civilized 
warfare, and Bubje<t to the death pen- 
alty, wherever such native does not 
engage cont iriuously in the war and 
Observe all the rules of war. However, 
it Is provided there shall be no exe- 
cutions without the approval of a su 
rlor officer. Commanding officers are 
specially en.)()ined to f-ncourage yrning 
officers in hunting down the Filipinos 
and It Is pointed out that there is no 
Just cause for exceptional caution or 
apprehension in attacking "native bod- 
ies wherever fcrtind. .\t any rate, un 
der existing conditions, legiiimate 
chances sho ild be accepted, says Gen- 
eral Bell, as exce»«lve caution will do 
the army Incalculable ham. Ths hstt 
defense against the natiVes, he says, 
is to assume a vigorons offensive at 
once, and that to retirf- in the pres- 
ence of the natives Is hazardous and 
discouraging. 

A special injunction is laid on the 
commanders to hunt down, throng:

in Garmany, 8.1. It is very clear that we 
can go on spending money for a good 
many years without incurring a debt as 
great as that of the United Kiogdou, for 
asample, which ia tba next smallest to 
our own, but ii lUU 18.160.000,000 In ax- 
cess ot ours.
